Trafalgar Day Celebrated With 
Becoming Enthusiasm 
at Ottawa.

TTAWA. Oct. 21.— Trafalgar Day 
was enthusiastically observed here, 
li was an inspiring sight In see 
5,000 school children, mi Parlia- 
ment Hill, hoisting Hags and Bingiug 
patriotic hymns. The Governor-General 
delivered an address, in the course of 
which he said: 

"Admiral Nelson fought -uid died, not 
fur ih,. triumph of one rate over another, 
as ignorant, people Jiave sometimes hn- 
ngiuotl. It was the cause of freedom as 
opposed to a despotism, of solf-gorcrn- 
tnieut as opposed to autocratic, of peace- 
ful industrial development as opposed to 
militarism, of the equal lights to free 
men as opposed to the coercion of n 
tyrant. Nelson gave with his life the 
blessing of freedom to the world." 

A large wreal'h of maple leaves was 
placed on the statue of Queen Victoria 
by a committee of scholars composed of 
four each from the public and separate 
schools, and two each from the .Model 
-school and Collegiate Institute. As the 
wreath was being deposited on the statue 
the seholals sang "The Maple Leaf For- 
ever." 1J is Excellency promised to cable 
the greetings of the gathering to His 
Majesty. 

A feature of the 'proceedings was a 
patriotic address in French by Chairman 
Cote of the separate school board. 'The 
St. George's Society and the Sons of 
England presented the school children 
with beautiful commemorative medals. 
There was a free entertainment for them 
in St. George's hall this afternoon and 
tonight. Also a patriotic concert, at 
which It. L. Borden spoke.

Allen. Smith ami Mclntyre. Kingston. 
The Minnedosa was built here in 1800, 
and was valued at $40,000, hut carried 
nd insurance. She had a cargo of wheat 
•from Fort William to Kingston, and was 
in tow of the steamer Westmount when 
she foundered. 

Montreal, Oct. 21.— Reports received 
here from various points in Ontario, in- 
dicate that the storm on the Groat Lakes 
on Thursday was one of the wildest ever 
experienced, Much damage has been done 
to property. 

Sir William Mulock Sworn in 

Toronto, Oct. 21.— Sir Win. .Mulock 
was sworn in this morning as chief jus- 
tice of exchequer division of the high 
court of Ontario, 

In spite of a bleak wind bringing oc- 
casional showers, about one hundred 
persons gathered around the grave of the 
late E. F. Clark, M. I'.. in Mount 
Pleasant cemetery yesterday afternoon 
to witness the unveiling of the monu- 
ment erected there to the memory of Mr. 
Clarke by MoKinlcy I^oyal Orange 
lodge, of which deceased was a member. 

Robert Hamilton Ramsay, one of the 
oldest citizens of Toronto, is dead. Ho 
was in the thickest of the lighting in the 
Fenian raid, and it was his company that 
mistook cheers of Fenians fur the 
fdiouts of their comrades and advanced 
'instead of retreating, as they had been 
ordered to do. 

Salary Grab Condemned 

London. Oct. 21. — London Conserva- 
tive association last night passed a unan- 
imous resolution condemning the salary 
grab, including indemnity of the leader 
of the opposition. 

Niagara Falls, Ont„ Oct. 21.— Heavy 
gales yesterday raised tho water in the 
river below and above the falls away 
above high water mark, causing a great 
deal of damage to docks and other pro- 
perty. 

Inculcating Loyalty 

Montreal, Oct. 21. — The first half 
hour in nil Protestant schools of the 
city today wan devoted to the foster- 
ing of loyalty to the Motherland and 
to traditions common to the British 
race.

Will Make Intercolonial Pay 
Toronto, Oct. 21. — Hon. Mr. Fanmer- 
son, minister of railways and canals, 
was In the city yesterday and stated 
that at the forthcoming session of 
parliament he would present a plan 
for placing the Intercolonial railway on 
a paying basis. He denied that there 
was any truth In tho statement that 
an English syndicate had purchased 
the road for $80,000,000. He. said the 
Intercolonial could be made one of the 
most productive assets of the Do- 
minion and there was no reason for 
selling. It was simply a question of 
getting proper rates. They were now 
too low. Ho said the leaks •should be 
stopped and ultimately something could 
be shown on the right side of the 
ledger.

C LEV FLA NT). Oct. 21.— Prom the 
best information obtainable today. 
Hi lives attd 12 ships were lost on 
the Croat Lakes as the result of 
tho terrific gale which raged for Uti hours, 
ending at daybreak today. 

These are tho minimum figures and 
will in all probability bo increased by 
later reports. Telegraph wires are 
down in many sections, and it is believ- 
ed that when full reports are received 
tho number of lives and vessels lost wili 
show the storm to have beea one of tho 
most disastrous in the history of the in- 
land seas. 

Word was received there today that 
wreckage is coming n shore near tho 
southeast shoal lightship on Lake Brie. 
This is supposed to bo from the barge 
Tasmania. .She passed down Detroit 
river yesterday in tow of the steamer 
Bulgaria. The barge carried a crow of 
eight men. 

Sinking of the Tasmania 
The steamer Bulgaria came into port 
this afternoon bringing news of the loss 
of the barge Tasmania off Pelee island, 
in Lake Erie during Fridty's storm. The 
Tasmania sank at 5 a. in. Friday with 
her entire crow of eight men. 'Those 
lost wore Cant. Wm. Radford, Court- 
right, Out.; First .Mate Ceo. Whltsill; 
donkeyman Austin Mayhers; cook T. R. 
Tresliough; seamen Mike Boyle, August 
Aloriek. John l'ratt and Harry Lay- 
push. The Tasmania, together with the 
barge Ashland, also carrying a crew of 
eight men, was in tow of tho Bulgaria. 
The Bulgaria and the Ashland rode the 



storm off Pelee island all day Friday 
and Friday night, and early today start- 
ed for Cleveland, arriving here at 2 p.m.

Kurtz, his 
d a woman who gave the name 
Matthews when here, and who 
is known to have been an assoc. ate «.f 
Kurtz, linis was written to llie startling 
robbery which Iras been occupying the ai- 
tention of llie police for sontu days. 

Alter (he detectives had discovered 
SUlIicielll evidence to bring the robbery 
home, Kurtz, who 'had been detained ut 
the lock-up, finally gave in after a 
searching examination, but Redfern, who 
was undergoing an examination ill the 
same time in another room refused to 
admit tho theft, I te did so yesterday 
however. 

Had he and Kurtz told the truth 
when they reported the robbery to the 
police the woman, Mrs. Matthews, with 
whom Kurtz was associated at Vancou- 
ver — who was then at the Clarence hotel 
with the diamonds in her possession- 
would have been speedily arrested. She 
disguised, had returned to Vancouver, 
with the loot to hide it in an empty 
house on Georgia street near Stanley 
Park, as had 'been arranged by the trio 
ou the night of the robbery when they 
bad been carousing in the optical room ; 
at the back of the jewelry store. Finally 
after Chief Langley 'and the detectives 
Sergt. Palmer, and Detectives Perdue 
and Macdonald, had followed the clUcs 
they discovered, all tending to show 
that the store had not been entered, but 
that tho work was an "inside job." 
Kurtz confessed, upon the arrangement 
being made that be, Redfern and the 
woman would not be prosecuted. 

Where the Jewels Were Planted 
In order that the diamonds might be 
secured, Chief Langley, considering that 
Mr. C. E. Redfern would not be willing 
to prosecute, agreed to this, and Kurtz 
at last told where tho. jewels wore 
••planted" at Vancouver. The Vancou- 
ver police, who had located the woman, 
were notified to watch her and the house 
beneath which the plunder was hidden, 
and Detective Sergt. Palmer, accom- 
panied by Kurtz proceeded to Vancouver 
by the steamer Charmer at 1 a.m. yester- 
day. These facts wore in possession of 
the Colonist, but were not published 
for the reason that the purpose of the 
police might be interfered with. 

Harry Redfern, who had maintained 
that "if he had taken the diamonds, 
someone must have put them in his 
pocket when he was drank," was held 
at the lock-up in ignorance that Kurtz 
had gone to Vancouver with the ofllcer. 
On arrival at Vancouver Detectives 
Waddell and Preston of Vancouver mei 
the Victoria officer and Kurtz and they 
proceeded to 1021 Eveleigh street, Where 
the two women with whom Kurtz was 
friendly, Mrs. David — who was known 
here as Mrs. Maud Julio Matthews— ami 
Mrs. Ruth Webster, as well as another 
woman, were living. 

Kurtz's Break for Liberty 

The police had been watching the 
house, the inmates of which were asleep. 
They were aroused, much surprised, and 
the Officers began to search the house. 
Kurtz was a little distance in front, of 
Detective Palmer. Suddenly he rushed 
through a half-open door on the ground 
floor to « window, threw up the sash 
and sought to jump out and escape. He 
was half way out when the detective 
caught his coat and jerked him back in- 
to the house. Kurtz then abandoned the 
game entirely, after again bargaining 
[hat he would not be prosecuted, and led 
the officers to the empty house on Georgia 
street. He tore II few of the short 
boards from the basement and, with the 
officers, crawled under tho lioor. There 
the diamonds and emeralds were found, 
intact, wrapped in a paper parcel. 

Tho diamonds recovered, Detective 
Sergeant Palmer and Kurtz went to the 
police station in a hack. There a sur- 
prise awaited Kurtz. It had been prom- 
ised him that the Victoria police would 
not proceed against him or the woman 
in return for leading them to the hiding 
place of the stolen goods, hut the Van- 
couver police had a charge against: him. 
He and the woman were wanted for en- 
tering the house of Mr. Adams on 
Eveleigh street about a month ago, when 
Kurtz was alleged to have shot a young 
man in the shoulder. He was at once 
arrested. Later Mrs. David, with whom 
he had been living at Vancouver, \va 
rested, and when her room was soar 
(i quantity of goods, including jew 
(rings, etc., was found in her room, 
is held under suspicion of stealing t 
things. 

Tho Story of the Robbery 

It seems the robbery was planned by 
Kurtz, and young Redfern was found an 
easy victim. Kurtz came to Victoria 
from Vancouver upon a second trip with- 
in tho past few weeks, on Sunday last. 
The same day the two women with whom 
lie associated at Vancouver, arrived from 
Seattle. Mrs. David walked from the 
C. P. R. whorl carrying a valise, and 
Kurtz overtook her. He made no sign 
of having known her, asking her. He 
would a stranger. If ho might carry her 
valise. She handed it to him, and Harry 
Kedfern. who had met his cousin, wont 
with them to Fort street. Kurtz went 
to the Clarence hotel, where lie took a 
room. Later, the woman went to the 
same hotel and registered her name be- 
neath that of Kurtz as Mrs. Maud 
Matthews. She had blonde hair, wore 
rimless eye-glasses, and there were other 
marks which allow her to he easily iden- 
tified. She met Redfern again when ho 
was in company With Kurtz. 

On the night of tin? robbery Kurtz ami 
Kedfern went to Levy's restaurant at the 
suggestion of Kurtz. Arrived there. 
Kurtz asked Itedforn to wail a niinule, 
and while they stood outside the woman 



came along. She said she was a strang- 
er and wanted to know if the restaurant 
was a good place to eat. The couple 
Mien asked her to Join them. Afterward 
I hey went to the jewelry store. Harry 
.Redfern became Intoxicated. In this 
condition lie went to lock up the goods 
that had not been put in the safe. Two 
trays with the rings, each one in its 
place, were standing upon a little table. 
Tho Woman Gets the Plunder 
Tt was arranged that the woman would 
take care of rhqin until an opportunity 
presented itself to allow 'her to get to 
Vancouver, where the jewelry was to be 
hidden under tho empty house selected 
as a hiding place on Georgia street near 
Stanley park. The woman took the 
rings and went to her room ut the Clar- 
ence, whore she altered the color of her 
hair, removed the rimless glasses, 
changed her clothes completely; in fact, 
she altered her appearance entirely. She 
did not leave the room, for which she had 
paid a week's rent in advance, until 10 
a. in, ou Tuesday, about two hours after 
-the police had been informed of the rob- 
bery by Kurtz and Redfern, Had the 
police been told all. the woman and 
jewelry would have boon soon in charge 
a I that time. But the culprits had plan- 
ned otherwise, seeking to allow the wo- 
man lo escape. The buck door of the 
store had been opened, it is alleged by 
the police, to give the appearance of the 
premises having been entered from the 
outside. 

The open back door, however, did not 
deceive the police. There wen- no marks 
on it to show it had been for.cd open, 
and llie bolts by which il was usually 
fastened were not sprung in any way. 
The ilust on the Irillisom showed thai no 
one had entered there. Too I ate the tWI) 
young men realized this. They were go- 
ing to the residence of Ned Houson, the 
watchman, on the following morning, for 
they made a pretence of aiding the police, 
and on the return, Kedfern, it is alleged, 
said lo Kurtz, according to the latter. 
"It's too bad wo didn't smash the back 
door with an axe to fool the police." 
These details and other things furnished

On the morning after the robbery Kurtz 
went toward Child' Langley's residence j 
on Fort street, arid mot. the chief coming 
toward the city at 8:30 n. m. He told I 
the ofllcer that Marry Kedfern wanted 
itO speak to him. and Chief Langley went 
to tho store where Kedfern reported that 
someone had entered the store and stolen 
a largo number of diamonds. The chief 
told Redfern to report the matter to his

THE NEW PROVINCES AND SUB- 
SIDIES. 

The nature of the terms granted to 
tAie new provinces o£ tho Northwest is 
the subject of keen discussion, iwl only 
in the election campaign which is ibe- 
iiig curried on there, totrt in Manitoba. 
The opposition, or what is known as 
,l,e Provincial Rights party, claim that 
Saskatchewan anil Alberta should have 
control of their own lands, the same as 
the older provinces, and full control of 
their own school systems. 

li is ifot complained that the finan- 
cial terms are not ample anil generous. 
.It is admitted thai they are much more 
liberal than those -ranted to any of the 
other provinces. The grievance is thai 
Sir Wilfrid IVaurier 1ms given gifts with 
one hand ami withdrawn sacred rights 
with tin' other. lie has bartered con- 
stitutional privileges for money. There 
nee certain things tliat right-thinking 
men and women will not sell or give 
away in exeh«uge. We need not speci- 
fy. There are certain rights and priv- 
ileges that people as a nation or as a 
province cannot afford to sacrifice. One j 
of them is constitutional freedom. 

The Liberals, therefore, cannot hold 
tnp generous subsidies as the justification 
for withholding the Cull control of edu- 
cational matters from the new provin- 
ces', which, subject to certain provisions 
of the B. N. A. Ait, arc enjoyed by 
other provinces; It is not a justification 
for the Dominion Governmejil retnin- 
iiVg the control of the lands of the 
[West, although from a financial point 
of view it may, in the long run. be 
milel) better for tile provinces that they 
should gel an annual allowance for 
their lands, in perpetuity than that the 
lands should he handed over to them to 
deal witli as | hey like. The point is 

that the Dominion Cloven nt retains 

leading strings mi the provinces, which 
are irksome and which are not compati- 
ble wiih the exercise of full provincial 
rights, enjoyed by oilier members of the 
.Canadian family. The situation is not 
unlike that of a father, who, in divid- 
ing up his property, which is given over 
absolutely to older members of the fam- 
ily without restrictions! allows the 
younger children an annuity in lieu of 

the lauds Which otherwise would have 
'been theirs. There ore certain circum- 
stances in ad Hill life in which a fat her 

would be justified in so dealing with his 
property- where some members of the 
family had turned out to be spend- 
thrifts, and were likely to squander 
their heritage — circumstances which 
cannot be. said to exist in the present in- 
stance. We have the testimony of Mr. 
Waller Scott himself thai under the 
guiding hand of Mr. Haulrain, the 

XortllWCtit hail, up until he was deposed 
by directions from Ottawa, been excep- 
tionally well governed. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, in dealing 
with this phase of the question, states 
lhai "when I he original provinces, 
namely, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Ontario and Quebec, united to form 
Confederation, each retained its own 
lands, because each was an independent 
British colony in complete control of 
ail the public lainN within its bounds: 
as was also the rase with British Col- 
umbia. Hut the new provinces of Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta have never own- 
ed or controlled the lands within their 
limit-. (lie whole area of which, togeth- 
er with Manitoba and mere beside, for- 
merly belonged to the Hudson's Bay 
Company under royal charter, and on 
iRiing taken over by the Dominion was 
paid for out of tin. Federal treasury." 

In this contention, however, the PYee 
Tress spikes its own guns. If the land 
ill the Northwest belonged to the Do- 
minion 'by virtue of purchase, paid for 
out of tho general revenues of the coun- 
try, that have 1 n contri bated by the 

people of the other provinces, then why 
should .onerhi jjnd Saskatchewan be 
allowed an annuity on account of lards 
that neve- had been and never could he 
theirs'.' Hither they were entitled to the 
(kinds or they were not. Til the latter 

case, I he suibsidy In lieu of tho lands is 
a free gift, wholly unjustifiable. Tho 
fact thai tlipy had .1 i allowed an an- 
nuity on account of them is evidence 
that they had sound legal claims to 
them. 

Hut the courso w.hicli lias been adopt- 
ed the Dominion Government lias creat- 
ed a doiVblc grievance, one on the part 
of tho people of the iNorthw«3t, who 
have been deprived of certain education- 
al rights .and of £n„q control of tho lands 
within tlteir own ibottnilaries and on the 

part of the other provinces, the, finan- 
cial terms to which are beggarly com- 
pared with Ibe endowment of Saskat- 
chewan ami Alberta. The door hits 



ibecii opened, Tn the latter, for the press- 
ing of ckuhns, even if none had previous- 
ly existed, which can never again be 
(dosed in Canada until there is an entire 
■and satisfactory readjustment. lion. 
Walter Scott in H)(>1 stood firmly by 
the contention that nothing but tin: 
graining of complete autonomy, jib pro- 
posed by Mr. Iluultuiu, would be satis- 
factory to the people of 'the Northwest, 
and nothing less, indeed, would be just. 
In this stand, he undoubtedly represent- 
ed the general feeling of the Northwest. 
As to the reason for the change, there 
is but one of two conclusions to be ar- 
rived at, either that he regards the 

monetary gains to Hie new provinces as 
a sufficient compensation for the .loss of 
rights they have suffered, or lie has 
been willing to sacrifice his convictions 
in order to secure the premiership id' 
one of them. 

Manitoba, which is on all fours with 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, except us 
to size, will only receive, when il has 
readied the niixiiuuui of its allowance, 
SlilS.'.MT. 'The new provinces, when 
they have reached the maximum of their 
allowance, according to population, will 

each receive $2,207,805, Manitoba did 
liol get its public lands any more than 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. The dis- 
parity of treatnieiil is. therefore, absurd- 
ly apparent. Britisli Columbia, 'the 
problems of whose development and ad- 
ministration, by reason of physical con- 
ditions, are vastly greater than in any 
one of the three provinces referred to, 
can never exceed $500,000 ill subsidies 

received from the Dominion It is much 
larger in area than any of them, and il 
is needless to say that its physical dis- 
abilities are vastly greater. ' It is simply

To San Francisco 



Deported to the Bay City Last 
Evening In Somewhat Un- 
eApected Fashion. 



Goes Via Seattle— Last Chapter 
In a Local Casus 
Celebre. 



George D. Collins was extradited to 
fciaii Francisco via Seattle by the 
steamer Princess Victoria, leaving at 
o'clock lust night. 

The extradition was done without 
notice. Mr. Collins was unaware of 
JUs impending departure until about 
twenty minutes before the steamer 
sailed. His effects had been put to- 
gether and he was taken to the city 
lock-up by Constable O'L-eary. There 
Chief Langley told him the warrant of 
surrender had arrived and been given 
to Detective Gibson. The patrol wagon 
• was at the door, anil Collins, the chief 
and two officers — Sergeant Redgrave 
and Constable O'Leary — embarked. 
Detective Thomas Gibson, who has 
been waiting since July for his pris- 
oner, was at the Princess Victoria, and 
the San Francisco lawyer was then 
turned over to him. 

Collins made no objection. He asked 
Detective Gibson to give him a copy 
of the warrant, which, he noted, did I 
not contain any statement that no 
olher charge than that of perjury; 
could be brought against him on his 
arrival in San Francisco. However 
he said, the law held that he could not 
be charged with any other offence 
than perjury, for which lie was com- 
mitted for extradition by Judge Lamp- 
man. 

Just before the steamer sailed, De- 
tective Gibson and Collins shook 
hands. "Well, George, we're off at 
last," said Gibson. 

Collins laughed. "It does look like 
it," he said. 

Boy Voyage at Last 
Then t lie steamer tooled, the oflleers 
went ashore — and Collins had been 
extradited from Victoria after aban- 
doning Ids long, and for a time deter- 
mined, light, against fate. 

Secrecy hud been maintained by the 
police regarding their intentions. It 
was generally believed that he would 
be kept until Wednesday and sent by 
the direct, steamer Queen. This state- 
ment was made for the benefit of 
those interested in delaying the extra- 
dition to endeavor to collect claims 
against Collins or on his account. It 
was feared by the prosecution that 
Sheriff Richards or others seeking 
payment for the custody of Collins 
during his stay might seek to hold up 
the warrant of surrender. It was also 
rumored that one of the guards who 
is unpaid had endeavored to secure a 
capias. To avoid any action of this 
kind, no announcement was made until 
a few minutes before the boat sailed. 

The warrant of surrender arrived 
in the mails which reached the city 
by the Charmer yesterday. On ar- 
rival it was immediately turned over 
by the Lieutenant-Governor's secre- 
tary to Chief Langley. The sheriff 
was at the post ollice.at the same time 
as the chief. He was not at the 
steamer, however. Mi: Kichards said 
last night he considered the govern- 
ment was liable for his expenses, 
which were expenses of extradition. 
Collins' Unpaid Bills 
D. G. Macnaughton, one of the 
guards engaged at the instance of I 
Collins, who has a bill of $145 yet un- 
paid, sent the bill to Chief Langley, 
with a request fur payment. The bill 
was given to Mr. Frank Higglns, coun- 
sel lor the State of California, who 1 
replied to .Macnaughton stating that 
Collins was responsible for litis bill, 
and Macnaughton knew this. Chief 
Langley said yesterday; "The state- j 
ment made by Mr. Macnaughton that 
he was In my employ when guarding 1 
Collins is untrue. f met Macnaugh- j 
ton an:d asked him if he wanted to 
<tct as guard for Collins, telling him 
Collins was to pay him. lie agreed 
and asked me how much I thought he j 
should charge Collins. I suggested 
$3.50 a. day. After Macnaughton had 
been acting as guard for a week I 
asked him if he had been paid. He 
replied that lie had. A week later I 
again asked him if he was getting his 
Wages from Collins. McN'aughton 
then replied: 'Oh, yes, and he's doing 
better than, you said; he's giving me 
.$.> a day.' Several of my constables 
can bear witness to that. Macnaugh- 
ton told them he had been paid by 
Collins. As ti matter of fact, he had 
not. Xow he sends me a bill for the 
$M3 and has threatened to sue me for 
it. Well, lei him sue." 

Victorians Are Easy 

And now Collins lias gone, and the 
bills for the custody expenses remain 
unpaid. As one good Christian re- 
marked, "Victorians are hospitable and 
they are easy." 

on Wednesday last Detective Gib- 
son sent the following telegram to 
Chief Dinan of San Francisco." 

"Wire me $250 immediately. Will 
have to pay jail expenses. Leave here 
Saturday night overland. Papers from 
Ottawa will arrive too late to take 
steamer to city, and 1 have got lo gel 
OUt or they will have Collins in jail 
for his bills and I would be held for 
another month."

James Dulryinple, the Glasgow street 
railway expert, in speaking of his recent

Other travelers have also noted and 
commented upon this temperance of Am- 
erican workinginen as contrasted with 
the venule of northern European coun- 
tries. The correctness of their observa- 
tions seems to he indicated by the sta- 
tistics compiled regarding the consump- 
tion of into.xicating drinks. The report 
: for the fiscal year by Commissioner 
| Yerkes. of the Bureau, of Interna] llev- 
I enue. shows that 7(11,0-10 gallons less 
! of whisky were consumed in 1004 than 
• in 1003 in the United Slates. On the 
otlior hand, however, a considerable in- 
crease in the use of beer was recorded; 
but us whisky is blamed for most of the 
I drunkenness in the land, the increasing 
; unpopularity of tins bevorngo is looked 
j unon as a distinct victory for the cause 
of lemnernnce. The Boston Journal 
ascribes the more "sensible" drinking 
< habits "coming in vogue" in the United 
! States to the influence of the German 
element ill our population. The New 
York Sun. however, gives I lie following 
.reasons for the sobriety of the American 
working classes: 



the proportion of arrests to tlio popula- 
tion wus one-half to four-tiftbs of one 
Per cent., while in tlio precincts in which 
most, of the whisky saloons were located 
the proportion was betweeu eleven and 
twelve ner cent. The president of n 
large brewery uses these facts to prove 
that I lie brewers and the advocates or 
temneranco and prohibitum have all 
been wrong and unreasonable in tlio 
stand they have taken on the liquor 
auestion. ami says: 

"The brewers fo this country have 
■made one big mistake for many years, 
and Unit is to have allowed public opin- 
ion to associate their interests with 
those of whisky-makers. There is ab- 
solutely nothing in common between the 
two interests. On the contrary, their 
interests are vitally and seriously op- 
posed. Prohibition menus invariably the 
continued sale of whisky by illicit meth- 
ods in a state or territory, and the stun- 
ting down of sales of beer, which etui be 
handled only in hulk. 

('I wish I could prevail upon every one 
to agree to local option laws in every 
stale, to make common cause with the 
temperance advocates in tins respect, 
the oulv condition being that when the 
question of 'wet' <>r 'dry' is submitted to 
n county there shall be a separate and 
distinct vote as between whisky and 
beer: Unit is, Unit the question should be 
submitted as to whether the people want- 
ed beer and similar mild drinks con- 
tinued on sale, and whether the real al- 
coholic drinks continued. 1 am satisfied 
thai in nearly every local option comity 
in the United Slates the sale Of beer 
would not he forbidden, while ho senti- 
ment, as to whisky ( would probably re- 
main about as it is."

There is no spot in the pages of journalism where you get more 
directly into the hearts and minds of the public than In those classi- 
fied advertisements typified as the "want columns." They become soon, 
of course, in journals which get very close to the people, the 
"want" pages. Here, to use Goethe's felicitous expression, you find 
yourself truly in "the thick of life" and you feel the full currents 
of business activities and human pleasures. 

I know nothing, really, that is more distinctly human in the busy 
roll of printed dally records than these pages. 

Considering how numerous and various are the wants of all classes 
In our complex modern civilization, it is quite natural and commend- 
able that publishers of papers should extend the greatest hospitality 
to the insertion of the briefest or the largest want notice. To secure a 
whole page of notices and appeals of this sort Is to assert, or to sug- 
gest by implication, that the journal having this feature is read by 
everybody. In other words, it is very near, as a matter of course, to 
the entire public in the particular territory where it circulates. Very 
much more is also accomplisheed by having the "want" page volumin- 
ous. It tells other advertisers that the journal so favored is a real 
vox popull— that what is said In it is seen and read all through its 
especial field. 

There is nc kind of advertising so Interesting or that meauis so much. 

Many dallies in their "wants" classified group together along with 
the typical ••want" notices advertisements that are "wants" only 
through this constructive courtesy. This often makes the department 
so set apart cover several pages. The truth is that, while all adver- 
tising is the appeal for something wanted — customers or patronage — 
the typical "want' 'is some single temporary desire — or perhaps two 
or three together — that an answer or series of answers may at once 
, and therefore wholly extinguish. Even if the same "want" of the 
same person occurs a year later, it is essentially a now and separate 
notice. AH typical "wants" are not over a few lines in length and 
are distinguished by the fact that they are not often or long con- 
tinued. A few insertions at the most, and their brevity, are their 
distinguishing characteristics. 

Some of the "wants"— in foreign papers especially, and sometimes 
in our own— are grotesque enough to go into a funny department. 

It is probably the help wanted or position wanted features of the 
classified notices that the most unusual and odd combination of desires 
appear. They are frequently conglomerated so homogeneously that 
their juxtaposition and extravagance at once arouse the very dullest 
sense of humor. 

Yet the writers of them speak in a solemn tone, and in the most 
serious way, of the almost impossible things which they expect to 
find compounded In one place or personality. 

There is no end to the varieties and oddities in "want" advertising. 
To illustrate how much we all want in this world — so much more In 
some instances (in the largest number, in fact) — than we shall ever 
get: It was Ralph Emerson who once wittily said, when, traveling one 
day in Boston, to a fellow passenger, that he "was going to Boston to 
hire an Angel to do housework at $2 a week." And how well that 
describes the futility of human expectations. 

There is another class of "wants" that, properly speaking, is of 
an Interesting nature per so, without being grotesque at all, or only 
so in rare instances. I mean the "exchange wants." As everybody 
who has wares and chattels is apt to own several things he doesn't 
want, and wants a number of things he is destitute of, the field for 
saying this In detail is very wide. In England for years and years the 
"exchange wants" have been a frequent feature of certain journals 
while there are journals there, I believe — or there were — that make 
this kind of advertising their one function. They are periodicals., in 
which that advertising is "reading matter." 

You have a boat and want a gun, or a hive of bees and want a 
plough, or a lumber wagon and want a road wagon, and so forth over a 
long list. Books, furniture and even clothes, opera glasses, carpets, 
violins, pianos and everything conceivable are things for this exploita- 
tion, and very readable pages they make. As others have just what is 
here wanted, and want what is here offered, the easiest possible bar- 
gains should be made possible through an "exchange want' 'page.

Ii. will main- 
tain till the end of December a double 
daily train service between .Montreal and 
Calgary. This is.on account of the heavy 
increase in immigration into the prairie 
country. 

Under the schedule of the winter 
tiuie-tltble there will lie a change in the 
time of arrival and departure of trans- 
continental trains, iit ami from Van- 
couver. By this time-table 'No; !>7 will 
arrive from Montreal daily fit 11:50 a. 
in., instead of 10:45 ns at pres- 

ent. \o. Ill, will depart from Vancou- 
ver for Montrealldaily at ;i:l!0 p. m., in- 
stead of at 5:15,11. as during the 
summer. Although these trains bear 
the numbers, of the Imperial Limited 
expresses, they wil] be merely regular 
passenger trains during the winter. 

On the Vancouver-Seattle run train 
Xo. -1 for Seattle will leave daily at 
8,-0 a. in., instead of 7:1() a. in., as at 
present. From .Seattle the daily,, train 
Will reach Vancouver at 0:5.") p. m.. in- 
stead of at S:-iM p. m., as at present.

If the Canadian farmer is to accom- 
plish what be might and could, he must 
lirst realize his importance, and what 
he can do. Xexl he must seize the op- 
portunities through co-operation as they 
present themselves, and hold fast to his 
ideal. It is a sad reflection that too 
many can be thought with live and ten 
cents tier 100 pounds for hogs, an eighth 
of a cent per pound for cheese, half a 
cent per pound on butler, or the promise 
of some lucrative position. What Canada 
needs is more men of integrity, who are 
not moved by any of these things, in 
England they have a saying, 'The pub- 
lic is a h'ass." It is possible thai all the 
"h'as"ses" do not reside in England. 
Danish Bacon, 
This is the standard in British mar- 
kets. A visit to the farmers' large co- 
operative establishments at Odcnsec, on 
the Island of Punvcn, will convince a 
visitor that the farmers of Denmark have 
not exhausted all their energies on the 
creameries. They were killing 1,500 
hogs weekly at the time of my visit. 
Hogs are graded into three classes ami 
paid for accordingly. They have a large 
establishment for not only killing hogs 
and cattle, but also for feeding tnoin 
after delivery, if necessary. The large 
bogs are made in sausage. Bones and 
other refuse are ground, mixed with meal 
and sold to farmers as food for poultry 
and other stock. Nearly every part ol 
the animal seems to be utilized for some 
useful purpose. The substantial budd- 
ings and the courtesy of the persons in 
charge impress a visitor very favorably. 
Co-operative Egg-Exporting Stations. 

In connection with, hut separate from

egg-exporting societies. The eggs arc 
bought bv weight, from t lie sub-sta- 
tions where the eggs are collected from

The crates are about six feet long, about 
three feet wide and six to eight inches' 
deep, made of wood. In the bottom ol 
the crate a layer of planer shavings is 
placed, then a layer of eggs is cnrefully 
packed, and each egg is marked by a 
rubber stamp, showing the number of 
the sub. and central stations where the 
eggs were collected and packed.

Instead of man- 
aging estate dairies, they were glad 10 
be allowed lo send the milk to the co- 
operative creamery, because the butter 
was much superior iu quality, and cost 
much less tu manufacture. However, 
t he small fanner was still the dominating 
factor in the creamery, and today hi' is 

! the grenl man of Denmark. The prime 
minister is a small farmer and ex-school 
teacher." 

I "Ordinarily," says Prof. Lning, "the 
fanner will turn a crown (about 25 cents) 
over three or four times before lie spends 
it, then probably lie will not spend it all; 

, hill for the cow or the creamery no ex- 
pense is too great." 

As a result of this combined effort on 
(he part of the small farmers (peasant

Co-operative Cow-Testing Associa- 
tions. 

One of the most recent and to my mind, 
the most important forms of co-operation 
is the formation of co-operative cow-tesf 
iug associations. Usually from twelve to 
twenty fanners form 11 society, hire a 
person to do the work, buy Ihe necessary 
apparatus, board and lodge the oliiciai 
tester while al the farm, and make al 
necessary arrangements to have the work 
curried on accurately and systematically. 
The ofllcial tester visits each farm about 
once in two weeks, weighs and tests tin 
milk from each cow, estimates the cos: 
of feed, prollts, etc.. from each cow, and 
advises the fanner regarding the im 
provement of his herd. This work has 
'become so popular that there is now al 
least one of those testing associations in 
every parish of the kingdom. As il i 
working al the foundation of sucecssfu 
dairying, we regard it as tlie most im 
port nut step which tlie Danish farmei 
has yet taken to improve his conditions. 
This work is all done wilhout any assis: 
mice from the Stale, except in special 
•cases, where a small grant is made tn 
farmers who have specially good cows 
and who rear the male calves for sale 1" 
other fanners or associations for breading 
purposes. 

If the Danish farmer finds cu-operaiive 
testing of cows so important, why should 
something similar not he important foi

We are 
well aware that the sturdy, independent 
■ pirii of the Aiiglo-Snxon makes ii dim- 
cull lo- him to co-operate, bill if hi- were 
lo add co-operation to bis many other 
-ood qualities, the affairs of Canada 
would be largely in ihe hands of farm- 
ers, and the trade and commerce of ihe 
ivorld would he dominated by the [3ug- 
lish-speaking people before the close of 
ihe present century. 

There is no reason al all why the 
farmers of Canada should not own and 
operate ihe creameries, clieeseries, egg-

Literary Digest. 

This English version of "Lcs Psycliou- 
leurosos" will be welcomed by progres- 
sive physicians and by the ever-increas- 
ing number of lay readers who are in- 
terested in the relations w£ the mind' to 
the body. Although it is primarily con- 
cerned with the inlhlcuec of thoughts 
and feelings in. causing anil curing cer- 
itiiin diseases, iis general principles may 
well apply to the work every man must 
msstline, of keeping lllis mind and body 
comfortable and efficient, Although it 
is addressed to the medical profession, 
it may .well hi' read by nil who are led 
by interest or forced thy everyday oc- 
currences to consider the problems of- 
fered by "min'd-cures" of nil sorts and 
descriptions. 

The general doctrine of the book is 
that purely mental conditions — ideas, be- 
liefs, fears, and the like — not only may 
influence the activities of the body in 
(health and disease, but ■are in fact the 
common cause of the the ill-health of 
the high-strung, irritably weak, self- 
self-centred 'people Whom modern medi- 
cine calls neurasthenic and hysterical. 
The complement of this doctrine is 
Professor Dubois' fundamental axiom 
that what the mind en uses only the mind 
can cure. His method of cure is to bull- 
ish the injurious mental states by inat- 
tention to them, or 'by the logical con- 
viction that, they are foolish and hurai- 
!ful, and to arouse perfect faith in the 
certainty of cure. 

Some of Dr. Dubois' maxims seem 
like those of Christian science or of the 
Jess exploited "mind-cures" and "fiiith- 
cures." They agree in telling the pa- 
tient, "your body is perfectly capable of 
llienlth; it is your ideas that need atten- 
tion; you have only to put yourself in 
harmony with reality." There are. how- 
ever, two essential differences. Dr. Du- 
bois would so treat only nervous dis- 
orders, leaving to physical treatment 
cases of 'organic lesions; he would insist

In defending his doctrine that the 
mind alone can cure (he great, majority 
of! nervous n ml hysterical disorders, Dr. 
Dubois naturally attacks the coniinon 
gnedica! practice of seeking a local dis- 
turbance and prescribing drugs or even 
surgical interference, lie points out the 
dianger of suggesting diseases to the 
less well-balanced patients, and gives 
tibttndiint evidence to justify belief in 
the folly of overmedictttlon. "The true 
physician docs more good by his words 
than by his prescriptions." "1 dare tn 
state Mint !H) per cent, of dyspeptics . . 
should have nothing to do with i'O- 
.strieted diet and stomachic medication." 
Medicines are "many, but not of much 
use. His criticisms, though vigorous, 
are made with the utmost good nature, 
land will arouse little opposition from 
it hose physicians Who possess both scien- 
tific temperament and a sense of humor.

I The Awful Conditions Under Which People Have t 
I to struggle In Western Hehrldes. I 



It is doubtful if there are any sav- 
ages within the borders of that vast 
Empire on which the sun nc-ver sets 
who live iinilil greater squalor and filth 
than many of the wretched Scottlsb 
crofters on the Island of Lewis, in the 
western Hebrides. According to a.'ti of- 
ficial, these British citizens a tv in a 
worse plight than the poorest of the 
Irish peasantry. 

Most of the hovels — they could 
scarcely be termed houses — an; con- 
structed of loose piles of stone and 
earth and are thatched with straw, 
Few of them have any windows. ^\ 
hole in the roof serves as chimney. 

The doors are of clay. There are 
usually three apartments— a. living 
room in the centre, with a sleeping 
room on one side and a byre for the 
live stock on the other. They are sep- 
arated by hoard partitions. 

In cold weather a peat Are Is kept 
burning in the centre of the clay floor 
of the living room, anil l'r< 'i|tieiill_v 
sheep and other quadrupeds Bhure its 
comforting warmth with the human 
occupants. 

"After one's eyca are acuUBtOlllCd to 



the dark and the smoke," says the re- 
port, "one sees a large accumulation 
of manure about. On this heap are 
standing one or two cows and occas- 
ionally a horse and some sheep. Some 
times these animals are up to their 
knee's in the manure. 

"Irregular holes in the thatch pro- 
vide entrance and exit for the fowls 
•which nest In baskets hung against 
the walls. Outside the houses the 
ground Is sodden with water and 
drainage, and is altogether in a most 
unsightly and unsanitary state." 

In some townships the conditions 
were still worse. In Arnol (he visiting 
Officials saw the wage earner of one 
household lying in bed in the living 
room in an advanced stage of phthisis. 
Around him were bis wife and children. 
There wore mo partitions in the dwel- 
lings and the human and animal occu- 
pants herded together In one large 
room. 

In all there were In it nine people, 
three cows, a sheep, and a number of 
fowls.

of scientific facts and an exhortation to 
the patient to summon his good sense, 
his reasoning power, and his higher 
Ideals. 

Dr. Dubois reminds one also of the 
Nancy school in some of his general 
arguments and principles, and many 
/readers will think of his hook as a new 
exposition of the uses of suggestion in 
modicn) practice. Hut here again there 
are two important differences. Dubois 
administers his mental treatment to pa- 
tients hi the waking state, not during 
hypnosis; and his treatment is by per- 
suasion, not by suggestion. lie would 
have the mind cure the dafects it has 
caused, not through, some mysterious 
action of subconscious menial life, nor 
by skilfully huddling opposing ideas out 
of sight, but by frank insight into finds 
and rational decision, by "persuasion 
which honestly appeals to the reason of 
the subject.'' 

This 'latter fcalure of his theory and 
practice is his most original contribu- 
tion to experimental medicine and a 
chief claim on the attention of the lay 
/reader. It would seem natural that any 
permanent effect on human nature could 
bo best made by acting on human nuiiiro 
in its normal states. Surely if other 
/tilings arc equal, it is wiser to cure and 
to he cured 'by facts and 'common sense 
'than by being hypnotised and crammed 
iwilh bare suggestions, or by being stupi- 
ned' by unintelligible verljinga or hy be- 
ing deluded by baths, electricity, or 
drugs, Even if. as the advocates of .sug- 
gestive therapeutics may claim; the ite- 
,tli«l effect of Dr. Dubois' treatment by 
conversations on psychology, morals, 
and common sense consists in its sug- 
gestions of health, lie could' still retort 
-Unit it is better lo suggest health by a 
logical argument titan 'by clever iu^inuii-

Drapery Ih an admirable means to 
accentuate or subdue tire proportions 
and .size of an apartment. The window 
curtain and portiere shade' and soften 
harsh and warring: contrasts in color, 
and tone aijwpj cho glare resulting from 
Hoods of light coming unobstructed 
through high and wide windows. 

Two excellent examples of drapery 
treatment for the purpose of toning 
down unobstructed sunlight are shown 
in the modernized Colonial window 
number one, and the French example 
number two. In this second sketch, 
the curtains are drawn across the 
source of light in such a manner that 
the light filters evenly through the 
open fabric, without any one or other 
obstruction except the presence of the 
while meshes on the lace. This softens 



isiens. The difference between this 
window, without draperies, window 
seat, or ornamental panel at the top 
of door, and the completed arrange- 
ment . we show, is most astonishing. 
Much of the effective in the drapery of 
a window is due to the placing, side by 
side, of curve and straight line. The 
French window shows the utilization 
of draperies to give a suggestion of 
tall and stately effect and yet to relieve 
the Impression that height is only ef- 
fected decoratively by perfectly 
straight perpendicular line. In place 
of right line, curvature is Introduced. 
Enough of fold is given the long, 
translucent lace hangings to effect 
sweeping, graceful drapery of the ma- 
terial. At the sides, the heavy curtains 
are arranged in folds of the same gen- 
eral character, although they are much 



elimination of all vertical fold, and the 
careful cultivation of the horizontal 
motif by the succession of shallow 
curves carried out by the looped drap- 
eries. 

Two good examples of door drapery 
are shown In sketches 4 and 5. The 
modernized Colonial doorway, with

Mr. Bailey Millard lilts been indulg- 
ing in ;i "more or less liaiijstakiug re- 
search " in what he believes to be u 
neglected field of observation, namely, 
the relation of lugs to literature; As a 
result of this research lie ventures the 
generalization "that the nieii who have 
written the marrowy hooks — those writ- 
ers of sure touch ami iwell-bottomeil, 
those who show the best relish of life — 
were all men •who faced a long tramp 
with zestful anticipation." This find- 
ing is the more significant; he suggests, 
since walking seems to have become a 
lost art with us. "Xeitrly (ill thoso 
poets whose lives are open to us have 
been good walkers," we are assured. 
And Mr. Millard confesses to a long- 
eherislicd suspicion ''that the flabby flex- 
ors urnl extensors of the locomotor 
media of our modern poets are largely 
[responsible for the invertebrate verse 
of present prodtu-tions." Enlarging up- 
on his theme hi the Critic (New York) 
Mr. Millard .continues: 

"Muc'h bending oyer the folio does 
not make the better part of poetry or of 
.prose. It inheres us much in the physi- 
ological comUtion that, results from the 
swinging of the legs, which movement 
quickens heart, action and stimulates the 
brain by supplying it with blood 
charged with the life-giving" principle of 
the open air. . . . 

"in spite of his club-foot, Byron, one 
'of the most fecund, if not the most 
moral, of poets, manageil to walk about 
in the open to an extent that should 
shame the verse-writer of today, clinging 
ito his strap in the trolley-car. Words- 
worth walked all over the Cumberland 
district and itho neighboring country.

"Browning's incomparable 'Paracel- 
sus' 'was composed for the most part 
during his rambles in the Dulwich 
iWoods. At any stage of his superb sing- 
ing, wherever he happened to he, he 
would give his feet the freedom of the 
.highway and the byway, lie composed 
puuCh in the open air, and trod' out. as 
it were, many of his best linos. The 
ionic Quality of his verse is, in a great 
.measure, due to his habit of faring forth 
where he might 'think the thoughts that 
lilies speak in white.' 

"Scott was a tremendous pedestrian, 
tand made small ado about « thirty-mile 
wall; over the breezy Highlands, with 
the stout heather brushing his hoots. 
Victor Hugo wrote much of 'his pros.' 
land not a little of his verse in a stand- 
ing position. At the llauteville House,

It may not safely ride in. the automobile 
or on the bicycle or in the trolley-car.

THANKS FOR ROOSEVELT. 

Russian and Jnpanoso Emperors Send 
Formal Expressions of Esteoni. 

Washington, Oct. 20.— Formal expres- 
sion of thanks from the Russian and 
Japanese Emperors to President Roose- 
velt for his services in the cause of peace 
in the Par Bast, were made public by 
United States Secretary of State Root 
tonight. The Russian Binperor's mes- 
sage is contained in the following in- 
structions to Baron Rosen: "'Pile Kns- 
sian ambassador is ordered to express to 
the president in the name of Emperor 
Nicholas, the feelings of sincere satisfac- 
tion experienced by his imperial ma- 
jesty at the re-establishment of peace for 
the good of all peoples ami their future 
prosperity. At this historical hour his 
august sovereign cannot but recollect 
with sincere pleasure the efforts put for- 
ward by the president in order to co-oper- 
ate in the attainment of that great re- 
sult. ThesS efforts have been the more 
highly appreciated as 'they entirely re- 
spond to rue sentiments of friendship and 
regard which animate his imperial ma- 
jesty towards the president personally, 
ami towards the American people." 
The Mikado's Note 

The note from Llie Japanese Emperor 
reads: "The formalities necessary to 
bring the treaty of Portsmouth in full 
force and vigor having been accomplished 
ami peace having been definitely re-estab- 
lished between Japan and Russia, I de- 
sire again to express to you my very high 
appreciation of your distinguished and 
important services in the cause of peace, 
ami also m thai-k you most sincerely for 
the gracious hospitality to my plenipo- 
tentiaries, 'by which they were enabled 
to perform their important labors under 
the most, favorable auspices. (Signed) 

Mutsuhtto." 

Mr. Tukaliirn, the Japanese minister, 
todny requested that the American diplo- 
matic and consular representatives be 
permitted lo care for Japan's interests 
in Russia until the Japanese diplomats 
ami consuls service there can be re-estab- 
lished.

Regina, Oct. 18.— Detective Egan, o£ 
the- Uoyul Nortliwest Mounted Police, 
lliud a "sad liome-coming. He returned 
from nn SOO-mile trip to the wilds of 
Northern Catinda, to find Unit liiis wile, 
whom be married only four months ogo, 
had died n lew hours before be reached 
the city. 

Detective Egan left Regina six weeks 
ago to accompany Inspector McGinnis, 

of tbe N. W. SI. I'., nn a trip to Cat 
Lake, Keewitlin, in search of an Indian 
clrarged with murder. At that time Airs. 
Egnu was in excellent health, and the 
husband had no misgivings on her ac- 
count. It was necessary for the officers 
to go by O. I'. It. to Kenorn, Ontario, a 
distance of about f>()() miles, and then 
Ktriku north through rocky wlluerness 
ami heiivy forest, across niiglity lakes 
anil turbulent rivers, for 300 miles more. 
Tic Indian whom they sought was the 
terror of the district, and he hud been 
having his own way for a Ion:; time. 
The specific charge on which he was 
wauled was that of murdering another 
[ndinn, The officers anticipated that 
their quarry would civ,, them n good 
.deal of trouble, but they trapped him 
rurher easily. They took also with them 
another red man, of the same tribe, to 

act as interpreter. Their journey back, 
along lake, river, forest and rock, pre- 
sented innumerable difficulties.

When the part reached Kenora on tbe 
way back, a telegram was handed to 
Detective Egan, slating that his wile 
(was very sick, and requesting his im- 
mediate return borne. This message bad 
been niissont, ami it was .several days 
old when it was delivered. Egan hur- 
ried home as soon ns possible, but was 
unable to see his wife before she died, 
liven after he liad read the telegram be 
bad not anticipated a fatal result. Mrs. 
Egan had been stricken with typhoid 
fever three weeks ago, and her 'friends 
sent Iter to a private hospital. She ral- 
lied occasionally, but lately she bad been 
slowly sinking. The husband is terribly 
cut up over her death. 

Mrs. Egan'w.ns '-!-! years <>r age, and 
'before, marriage was Miss Laura Han- 
ley, the daughter of former Chief of Po- 
lice Hnnley, of Portland, Oregon. Her 
immediate relatives are now living in 
San Francisco. The funeral took place 
hero today, with a service at St. Mary's 
church, conducted by Rev. Father Sulfa. 

Egan is one of the most efficient men 
in the Northwest Mounted Polic, lie 
lias been acting its detective on special 
duty for the post six years, and lias given 
great satisfaction to his superiors, lie 
served in the Dawson City patrol force 
in the Yukon Territory, in conned Ion 
with his police work, and gathered u 
great deal of Ihe evidence which resulted 
in tbe conviction and execution of 
O'Brien, a murderer, a couple of years 
ago. lie also assisted materially in Hie 
investigation of tbe Brophy hold-up (the 
"Soapy Woods" case) in the .same dis- 
trict. Egan came to Western Canada 
from Halifax, where his family now re- 
sides. 

Inspector McCJinnis, who is a justice 
of the peace, held court at Kenora, and 
committed the Indian for trial. The 
prisoner will face the charge of murder 
at the next assizes. ITis name has not 
been given, because it is so long nnd so 
difficult of pronunciation as to bo de- 
cidedly inconvenient. 



JAPANESE AFTER TRADE 

According to advices received by the 
steamer Lyra, Which arrived yester- 
day from .Japan, the Japanese steam- 
ship companies have formed a com- 
bination to send tramp steamers to 
New York and Europe with cargo 
from Japanese and Chinese ports. The 
many steamers captured while run- 
ning contraband during tbe war — there 
wore GO in all confiscated by tbe prize 
court — will probably find a. place in this 
combination, and tbe Japanese ship- 
ping linns will reach out for the trade 
with the United States and Europe at 
present carried mi by British .and 
foreign steamers. It is announced 
that the Japanese tramps will carry 
mattings, tea, rice, etc. — all the general 
merchandise of the Orient — to New 
York or European ports for as low a 
price as r> yen ($2.50) a ton. This is 
about nne-tlilrd of tho rate paid to 
the liners now running across the Pa- 
cific to carry freight from Japan to 
New Tork In connection with tbe 
transcontinental railways. 

The combination of tin; Japanese 
firms to carry freight from the Far 
East at such low rates is expected to 
drive many of the British tramp 
steamers, several hundred of which are 
trading to tho Orient, from the trade. 
The Britishers and other fnreijrn ocean 
tramps will not be able to carry freight 
at such low rates ns those Japanese 
vessels, which can be manned and 
supplied at HO per cent, less than a 
British steamer nnd about 25 per cent, 
less than a Norwegian craft, the cheap- 
est of any of the foreign vessels to 
man and run.
